THE  LITTLE  ORCHID  HOUSE 

The  Little  Orchid  House  is  so  simple  in  design  that  it  fits  beautifully  in  any  room  or  on  any  porch. 
The  striking  contrast  of  the  aluminum  finish  of  the  well  proportioned  Little  Orchid  House  and  the 
black  lacquer  finish  of  its  graceful  table  furnishes  a  worthy  setting  for  the  treasure  it  contains.  It 
fits  nicely  in  front  of  your  window.  It  can  be  rolled  easily  to  some  other  location  either  to  follow 
the  sun  or  to  suit  the  arrangement  of  your  furniture.  It  is  always  the  center  of  interest,  for 
Orchids,  like  rare  pictures,  are  treasured  by  everyone. 

The  Little  Orchid  House  is  38"  long,  24"  wide  and  28"  high  without  the  table.  Electric  Heat, 

thermostatically  controlled,  (using  no  more  electricity  than  a  100  watt  electric  light  burning  a  few 
minutes  at  a  time),  assures  maintenance  of  proper  temperature,  even  though  your  [room  cools  as 
low  as  45°.  A  tray  of  water  furnishes  the  necessary  moisture  and  catches  the  drip  when  the  plants 
are  being  watered.  A  hinged  top  permits  correct  ventilation. 

The  Low  Rolling  Table  illustrated  is  designed  to  conceal  the  tray  of  water,  is  20"  high,  finished 
in  black  lacquer  and  made  especially  to  go  with  the  aluminum  finish  of  the  Little  Orchid  House. 
The  table  is  not  essential  for  success  ful  use  of  the  Little  Orchid  House  but  adds  greatly  to  its  con¬ 
venience  and  beauty.
